"During hot dry weather, the. 


soil and plants lose watr by evap- 
oration very rapidly. 
The soil 


becomes dry and hard 
and the 


plant* have a wilted appearance. 
Watering is often done Incorrect- 
ly under these conditions, by 
sprinkling for a rew mnlutes with 
a hose. This is usually worse 
than not watering at all, for it re- 
sults in wetting the first inch of 
soil only and causes the soil to 
bake hard m the next day's sua. 


Much better results may be at- 


tained by keeping the garden hoed 
or cultivated after every heavy 
rain, thua providing a soil murch 
which prevents evaporation.

quart or so turned arotfnd >*acb 
plant or water applied *$b£rally 
along the side of a row and .the 
soil raked over the next iMfrlftrig 
will wet down well and caose^deep 
rooting.

He recalled two 
arbitration decisions in which an 
English and an American arbitra- 
tor resp&etrrely voted against their 
own countries which in each In- 
stance lost its case an dobserved: 
"Nations tiat can produce men who 
will rote against themselves have 
wrought out a principle whereby 
difficult questions can* be settled 
without the killing of boys " Twice 
according to the speaker, lias Bn- 
gand i-rcposed co-operatioa of the 
two nations. In the time of Mon- 
roe 
Canning proposed that En- 


gand help the United States pre- 
vent Spanish colonization of South 


America. "Monroe, Jefferson and 
Madison were enthusiastic over the 
proposal," said Dr. Newton, "but 
the secretary of state, John Qulncy 
Adams, dominated .and the Mon- 
roe Doctrics rsjactad the preferred 
co-operation. Again ia ISSS, Toe 
Chamberlain asked John Hay why 
he didn't borrow the British fleet 
and end the Spanish war quickly. 
At that time Hay declared "Shoul- 
der to shoulder we could com- 
mand the peace of the worldL" Al- 
liance -arith England at that time, 
the speaker believes, would have 
prevented the world war. "I speak 
feelingly," exclaimed the orator, 
"because war with Great Britain is 
openly advocated on the streets of 
New York. That would be the ul- 
timate tragedy that could be- 
fall civilization. If there is to be 
a song of honor among the nations 
the United States and England 
must unite to sing it."
